of China Dead—Prince Pu Yi 
Succeeds to the Throne 


Pekin, Nov. 15—The Dowager Em- 
pregs of China, the autocratic head ot 
the government which she directed 
without successful interference since 
61 is_officiatly announced to. be dead, 
Ihis was closely followed by the re- 
port of the emperor’s death at five 
v'clock, but it is believed that the 
deaths of the emperor and empress 
occured considerably before the time 
set down in the official statements, 

The foreign legations were notified 
this morning of thedeath of the Emper- 
or und,the succession of Prince Pu Yi, 
the three year old son of Prince Chin. 
Che court will gointo mourning for 
three years. 

All the red objects have been re- 
moved and blue has been substituted. 

The people learned this. évening of 
the death of the Dowager Euipress. 
Although the Chinese are not an 
emotional people, they were pro- 
foundly impressed by the passing of 
their powerful ruler. -The death bed 
observances of three thousands years 
azo marked the pissing of the Em- 
peror and Dowager Empress. They 
died alone and unattended although 
surrounded by circles of abject specta- 
tors, who remained a rod distant be- 
cause of the sacred persons of their 
majesties.. The Eipetor refused all 
scientific aid. He had refused to per- 
wit the services of foreign physicians 
for months and alhough it was 
stated that he had gone back to the 
old form of medical treatment, it is 
believed that latterly he received no 
treatment at all, + 

London, Nov. 15.—The Times’ Pekin 
correspondent says: ‘‘There are 
countless rumors concerning the na- 
ture of the Emperor’s illness and the 
manner of his death. No scientific 
opinion. could be obtained but the 
general description of the syuiptows 
indicate a severe nervous affections in 
which complications arose that cmised 
dvath:— Tie paiace Oficiais, acedrding 
to. the correspondent, state that the 
Eniperor declined to allow himself to 
be removed to the pavilion. of peaceful 
longevity, thus violating -precedents 
and eventually expired without don- 
ning the robes proper to the occasion, 
in the same quarter of the in 
which he was confined after the coup 
d’etat of 1898, His relations with the 
Dowager Empress remained strained 
to the last. As the Dowager’s decree 
issued late Saturday night appointing 
the new Emperor, indicates no im- 
pairment’ of her vitelity, ber unex- 
pected death excites suspicion of foul 
play. There are rumors of disorder 
in the palace and its precincts, 

All accounts agree that the new 
Dowager Empress is a complete none- 
ity but the new regent’s mother in- 
law isa woman of strong character 
and is certain to exercise an import- 
aut iufluence in the new reginie.”

Kid Howell and Jim Burrows 
—Burrows the Better Man 


The boxing contest, given in the 
OCaleman opera house, on Tuesday 
night, was well attended and did not 
prove to bea fake as some thought 
that it would be. 

At 9.45 the first of the two prelimin- 
aries started, Sailor Woods, cf Elko, 
B.C. and Charlie Burrows, of Frank 
were the two boxers. Four rounds 
was their limit. The first round 
started in Burrows’ favor but ended 
in Woods’ favor. In the second round 
Woods put in several good punches 
ov Byrrows’ nose and was decidedly 
the better man all through. ‘The 
third round opened very much in 
Burrows’ favor but neither one did 
high-class work. In the fourth round 
the both boxers did well, several good 
blows were landed by both. The 
referee decided in fayor of Woods. 
Woods held the championship in the 
British Navy for two years and a half. 
At Ferguson, B. C., on Labor day last, 
Woods knocked out Kid Howell in 
the seventh round. Burrows is not 
satisfied with the referee’s decision 
and has challenged. Woods to meet 
him at Coleman at any time for a lim- 
ited number of rounds. 

The next item on the programme 
was club swinging given by D. J. 
Lewis. Lewis was well applauded 
and showed himself to be an excellent 
club swinger." 

Next came the event of the evening 


when Jim Burrows, of Coleman aud} . 


Kid Howell, of Seattle, Wash., U. 8. 
A. met onthe platform for a twelve 
ronud boxing contest. The first 
round was slow but both did some 
scientific boxing. Burrows kept his 
man.on the side of the ring all 
through, The second rotund was little 
faster than the first but there were no 
heavy blows struck. The third round 
was a very fast one. Kid got in a 
yood one on Jim’s nose. Jim was not 
in anyway lacking and the work done 
by him in this round was a proof of 
his good boxing abilities; this round 
opened in Kid’s favor but ended in 
Jim's favor. There were some heavy 
blows struck by both boxers in the 
fourth round and Kid came very near 
putting Jim down at the comimenc- 
ment, Jim Knocked Kid on the mat 
where he remained nine seéconds. 
Jim was the better man all through. 
About eight seconds after the fifth 
round started Jim landed a heavy 
blow on Kid’s face. Later, Kid 
placed two good blows on Jim’s face 
and sided several heavy blows from 
him, The sixth round opened in Kid’s 
favor but Jim soon had things all his 
vuwn way and got in three heavy blows 
ou the left side of Kid's face and nose. 
The seventh round ended the contest, 
shortly after the commencement 
Jim gave Kid an upper-cut on the left 
jaw and knocked Kid on the mat where 
he remained more thau ten seconds 
and the referee decided in favor of 
Jim Burrows. No further comment 
is necessary than to say that Kid 
Howell put up a good fight all through 
but Jim Burrows is by far a superior 
boxer. The referee was J. C, Reman, 
of San Francisco, Burrows is two 
inches higher and thirteen pounds 
heavier than Kid Howell.
